In preparing the 
statement the following instructions shall be carefully observed — 


(a) The name, designation, and pay of every officer, clerk, or menial 
servant holding a permanent pensionable appointment, 
whether on duty or absent on leave or deputation, or under 
suspension, shall be distinctly shown.

87. A pensioner not residing in the district in which he was employed 
may draw his pension by agent without appearing in person on production 
of the certificates required by the Civil Service Regulations, article 946.

Whenever Government authorize advances of 
money to a District Fund, the Board will be allowed to overdraw its account 
at the treasury to the extent of the authorized advance and special instruc- 
tions op. the subject will be issued by the Accountant-General on each 
oceasion. No entry will be made in the pass-book on receipt of these 
instructions, which will merely be noted for guidance by the T ury Officer 
and will indicate the limit beyond which drafts shall not be permitted.
